To show that there is a 

demand for high grade goods as well as for 

those of cheaper make, it is only necessary to mention that within 

the last few days a letter has been received from the State of 

Washington asking for the names of manufacturers of the highest 

grade edge tools in the United Kingdom. The writer states that 

he can no longer get the desired quality in the United States.” 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,539.) 


The “Nachrichten fiir Handel” (Berlin) quotes a statement 
recently made by a large New York importer 
Linens. of white goods with regard to the demand in the 
United States for linen dress goods, to the effect 
that these goods are in greater request this year, not only because 
they have become more fashionable, but because of the general 
improvement in material, colour and pattern; that the principal 
enquiry is for plain white linen dress goods, and also for fine 
embroidered half-made-up blouses and coats, which come for the 
most part from Belfast ; but that coloured embroidery has not yet 
got a footing on the market, although it is thought that plain 
blue and plain red might have a fair sale, while there would be 
some risk, as fashions in colours change rapidly.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MARCH, 1906.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for March, 1906, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1905, show increases in the 
value of the Imports into, and also in the value of the Exports 
from the United Kingdom, both of British produce and of Foreign 
and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in March, 1906, was 53,270,5871., 
an increase of 4,287,275l., or 8°8 per cent., as compared with 
March, 1905, whilst the total Exports amounted to 38,927,5591., 
or an increase of 4,044,5271. The Exports of British produce alone 
show an increase of 3,580,3391., or 12°8 per cent., as compared with 
March, 1905, whilst there is an increase of 464,188/., or 6°8 
per cent., in the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 


II.—IMPORTS. 


The following table shows the value of the Imports for March, 
1906, as compared with the corresponding months of 1905 and

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V.—SHIPPING IN MARCH, 1906. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the month ended 31st March, 1906, amounted to 3,241,532 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 4,571,645 tons, as against 3,114,976 tons 
entered and 4,054,533 tons cleared in the month of March 
1905. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered 
with cargoes during March, 1906, amounted to 2,752,395 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 2,718,501 tons, as against 2,757,560 
tons entered, and 2,760,422 tons cleared in March, 1905. 


VI.—_THREE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-MARCH). 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the three months ended 31st March, 1906, amounted to 
9,323,198 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 12,658,425 tons, as 
against 8,746,485 tons entered and 11,468,392 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1905. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the three months 
ended 3lst March, 1906, amounted to 7,918,872 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 7,817,050 tons, as against 7,835,277 tons 
entered and 7,814,623 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1905. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


United States of America—In his recent report to the Foreign 
Office on the trade of the United States for the year 1905, the 
British Commercial Agent in the United States (Mr. E. Seymour 
Bell) remarks that the prosperity of the farmers, due to the large 
crops in the past year, will materially affect the business prospects 
of 1906. This, taken together with the large purchases by the 
railway companies and the very large building operations being 
carried on at present all over the country, assures a large and 
prosperous business for the present year. 

The volume of orders already given out, says Mr. Bell, exceeds 
any previous year in the country’s history, and high prices do not 
appear as yet to have any effect upon consumptive demand. 

At the conclusion of his report, Mr. Bell states that, as far as 
one can judge from present indications, 1906 offers an exception- 
ally favourable opportunity for British shippers to increase their 
trade with the United States.

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PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


SPAIN. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of a copy of the proposed new 
Pro Customs Tariff for Spain which has just becn 
posed New . 
Customs Tariff published by the Government of that country. 
Articles I. and II. of the Royal Decree 
accompanying the Tariff provide that appeals against its classifica- 
tions and rates may be made to the Spanish Government at any 
time before the end of the present month. These will be sub- 
mitted to the Tariff Commission and considered by the Govern- 
ment in the course of May, and the Tariff, with such amendments 
as may result from decisions on these appeals, is to come into 
force on Ist July next. 

According to Article III. the duties contained in the second 
column of the Tariff (7.e., the duties forming the minimum Tariff) 
are to be applicable to merchandise from countries where Spanish 
products enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment, provided that the 
Spanish Government consider that the treatment accorded by such 
countries to Spanish goods affords an equivalent concession. The 
duties contained in the first column (1.e., the maximum Tariff) 
are to be applicable to the goods of all other countries, the Govern- 
ment being empowered to add surtaxes to these duties in the case 
of countries which treat Spanish vessels or goods in a specially 
unfavourable manner as well as in the case of goods on which 
export bounties have been given. Non-European products imported 
from an European country are by Article IV. to be subject to 
special duties. 

It is important to note that Article V. of the Decree provides that 
all Customs duties levied under the Tariff are to be paid in gold. 
It is further stipulated, by Article VI., that the duties contained in 
the new Tariff are to be revised every five years, taking into account 
any changes which may have occurred in the valuations upon which 
_ they have been based.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

































With reference to the notices which appeared in the ‘“ Board of 


Withdrawal of 
Prohibition 
against Importa- 
tion of Servian 
Meat and Poultry. 


Trade Journal” for the lst and 22nd March, 
relating to the commercial relations between 
Austria-Hungary and Servia, the Board of 
Trade are now in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of information to the effect that the pro- 
hibition against the importation into Austria- 


Hungary of Servian meat and poultry has been withdrawn; but 
the prohibition against the importation of Servian live stock 


still remains in force, except when special permission is granted 
in exceptional circumstances. 
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BULGARIA. 
The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of a 
copy of a Ministerial Decree fixing the basis 
Tare Regulations. upon which the weight of goods imported into 
Bulgaria is to be calculated for the purpose of 
levying import duties. The following isa summary of the principal 
provisions of this Decree :— 

Duties will be levied on the gross weight (a) when that treat- 
ment is expressly specified in the tariff, and (b) when the rate of 
duty does not exceed 10 francs per 100 kilogs. In cases where the 
‘“‘general” tariff rate exceeds 10 francs per 100 kilogs., but the 
‘“‘ conventional ” rate does not exceed that standard, the duty will 
be levied on the gross weight. 

A certain number of articles specified in the Schedule appended 
to the Decree are to pay duty on the real net weight, 7.e., on the 
weight of the articles stripped of all their coverings ; but a majority 
of articles are dutiable on the net weight arrived at by deducting 
from the gross weight an official tare rate fixed in the Schedule. 

Receptacles (such as baskets, demijohns, cases painted or un- 
painted, hampers, cans, boxes, sacks, barrels, &c.), the weight of 
which is, in accordance with the Schedule, to be deducted from the 
gross weight, but which are susceptible of commercial use when 
empty, will be dutiable separately, according to kind, after deduc- 
tion of their weight from the gross weight of the entire package. 
In case the receptable is dutiable at a higher rate than that fixed 
for the goods, the receptacle will be dutiable separately without 
its weight being deducted from the gross weight. In the case 
of goods dutiable on the net weight, but imported in unusual 
receptacles (7.¢., receptacles not in conformity with the established 
usages of commerce, and not suitable to the goods which they 
contain), no tare deduction is made ; but the duty is levied on the 
entire weight, receptacle included. In addition, the receptacle is 
dutiable separately, according to kind. 

An addition is to be made to the net weight of petroleum and 
other mineral lighting oils, raw or refined, when imported in tanks, 
tank-waggons, &c., or in cans without cases, corresponding to the 
assumed weight of the usual receptacle (barrels, cans, cases, &c.). 
A similar addition is to be made to the weight of goods dutiable on 
the gross weight, when imported without any packing.

ieeensanat ments, the Board of Trade have now received 


the full text of the modified regulations, which are as follows :— 


(i.) Paragraphs 678 and 680 of the Consular Regulations have 


been amended as follows :— 


678. PuRCHASED Goops, WHERE CERTIFIED. 

Invoices of merchandise purchased for export to the United 
States must be produced for certification to the consul of the 
district at which the merchandise was purchased, or in the 
district in which it was manufactured, but as a rule consular 
officers shall not require the personal attendance at his office 
of the shipper, purchaser, manufacturer, owner, or his agent, 
for the purpose of making declarations to invoices, but he 
shall certify invoices sent to him through the mails or by 
messenger. To conform to the statute which requires that 
merchandise shall be invoiced at the market value or whole- 
sale price of such merchandise as bought and sold in usual 
wholesale quantities at the time of exportation to the United 
States, in the principal markets of the country whence 
imported, consuls will certify to invoices, the additional cost 
of transportation from the place of manufacture to the place 
of shipment whenever the invoice is presented to be consu- 
Jated in a country other than the one from which the mer- 
chandise is being directly exported to the United States. 


680. INVOICE AND DECLARATION TO BE VERIFIED. 


When the invoice and declaration are received by the 
consul, it is his duty to examine carefully each item and 
satisfy himself that it is true and correct. In aid of this 
examination it shall be the duty of such consular officer to 
confer with official Chambers of Commerce and other trade 
organisations in his district, and he shall report any and all 
written communications from such commercial bodies and 
trade organisations that may be submitted to him in writing, 
together with all schedules of prices furnished him officially 
for that purpose; and the consul is authorised, in his discre- 
tion, to call for the bills of sale of merchandise purchased for 
export to the United States ; to inquire into the cost of pro- 
duction of merchandise not obtained by purchase ; to demand 
samples; and, if the conditions require it, to examine the 
entire consignment. Whenever an invoice is offered for cer- 
tification which covers consolidated shipments consisting of 
the productions of different manufacturers, the consul may 
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demand the submission of the manufacturer’s bills relating 
thereto. Even when the merchandise has been purchased for 
export, and the invoice sets out truly the price paid, the 
consul should ascertain whether the price represents the 
market value of the goods. 


(ii.) Hearings in Reappraisement Cases.—Hearings in reappraise- 
ment cases shall be open and in the presence of the importer or 
his attorneys whenever, in the judgment of the Board of General 
Appraisers, the public interests will not be prejudiced thereby. 


(iii.) Investigutions of foreign market value or cost of manufacture of 
exports to the United States.—Confidential agents of the United 
States Treasury Department abroad, in making investigations of 
foreign market value or cost of manufacture of exports to the: 
United States, shall first confer with Chambers of Commerce and 
other trade organisations, and report information derived there- 
from, together with price lists submitted and approved by such 
organisations. 





COLOMBIA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office,

Modifications Government modifying the import duties on 
certain goods, as follows :—

Period for producing missing packages.—By the same Decree the 
period of 40 days allowed to captains of vessels by Article 95 of 
the Fiscal Code, for the delivery of merchandise included in the 
manifest but not produced when the vessel is discharged, is 
extended to 60 days. 

This Decree is to come into force 120 days after publication, 
1.e., early in June next. 


Surtax on flour—By Decree No. 166 of the same date a surtax of 

cts. per kilogramme (about 17s. per cwt.) is imposed on foreign 
flour despatched from Colombian ports on the Atlantic to any port 
on the Magdalena river from Calamar, whether for local consump- 
tion or for that of other villages; such surtax to be paid at the 
port from which the flour is despatched. This surtax is already in 
force.

The Board understand that the revenue on cigarettes is farmed 
out in the Territories of La Goagira and Casanare, and that no 
duties are levied on cigarettes in these territories. The revenue 
on other tobacco, however, is administered directly throughout 
the Republic, and all such tobacco imported pays the above- 
mentioned duties. 


With reference to the notice at pp. 456-7 of the “ Journal” for 
the 7th December last, relating to the tariff of 
monopoly duties on liquors and matches im- 
ported into Colombia, in which it was stated 
that these taxes are not levied ‘in places where 
the revenue is farmed out,” the Board of Trade 
have now received information, through the 
Foreign Office, to the effect that the revenue on matches is farmed 
out in the Territoriesof La Goagira and Casanare, and that on foreign 
fiquors in the same territories, in the Territories of San Martin 
and Caqueta, and in the Departments of the Atlantic Coast and 
Antioquia. No duties are levied on these articles in the places 
named.

Hitherto, the journey from Moscow to Tashkend vid the Caspian 
Sea steamers and the Central Asian Railway took 64 days; 
now it can be accomplished in four. The new line will exercise 
a great influence on Central Asian trade connections, more 
particularly on the cultivation of cotton. But the number 
of fields fit for cultivation is limited. Hitherto, moreover, 
part of the available ground has had to be sown with grain, 
for the needs of the local population, and the area under 
cotton could thus only be extended at the expense. of the 
curtailment of food supplies. The new line, thus, even in the 
near future, by supplementing the provision of grain, will power- 
fully influence the extension of the cultivation of cotton. 

The Tashkend railway now begins at Kinei, as the hitherto 
existing line from Kinei to Orenburg, belonging to the Samara- 
Zlatoust railway has been transferred to the former. To the 
station of Kubek, to the south-east of Kazalinsk, regular traffic 
has been opened for some time. This portion of the line passes 
through an unproductive desert. Only the salt mines near the 
station of Lletsk, one of the purest salts in the world which the 
new line will help to distribute, are of any importance. From 
Kazalinsk the line passes, along the line of the Amu-Daria, the 
townlets of Perbrek, Djulek and Turkestan. From Turkestan the 
railway continues to Chimkent, entering a rich and productive 
region and at Tashkend joins the Central Asian railway. All 
this rich region with the towns of Samarcand, Hodgent, and New 


Central Asia. 
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Margelan, where cotton and silk ‘cultivation, vine growing and 
cattle rearing flourish, will now be brought into direct connection 
with the new line and be stimulated and further developed 
accordingly.

1905, for purposes of the coasting trade, will be considered as 
enrolled under the Spanish flag without payment of the corres- 
ponding dues, so long as they are exclusively employed in inter- 
insular commerce. 





JAPAN.

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CAPE COLONY: 


The following information respecting manganese ore in Cape 
Colony is extracted from the “South African 

Manganese. Trade Journal” (Cape Town) :— 

‘There has been considerable attention paid 
of late to the development of manganese properties in South Africa. 
Various discoveries have been made in the Cape Peninsula and 
immediate neighbourhood (see “Board of Trade Journal,” 21st 
December, 1905, p. 551). Although it is many years since 
manganese ore was first found in the Hout Bay and Constantia 
districts, it 1s only recently that anything like sound prospecting 
has been undertaken. A company has been formed; whilst, at 
present, working is confined to a property at Hout Bay and 
another at Constantia, it is understood that the options are held of 
several other likely areas. . . 

“ Again, in the French Hoek and Worcester Mountains there 
have been traces of manganese ore found, and no doubt, provided 
the transport difficulties can be sufficiently overcome to bring 
the cost to within a workable margin, the near future may prove 
their value as workable properties. 

‘In addition a rich outcrop has been discovered near Camps 
Bay, on the road to Hout Bay.” 





BRITISH NEW GUINEA. 


According to the report on British New Guinea for the year ended 

30th June, 1905, recently published as a Parlia- 
Mining Industry. saentary paper by the Commonwealth of Austra- 

lia, little progress was made in the mining 
industry during the year. The Wardens’ reports show that the 
number of men nelieed on the fields was about the same. The 
yield of gold at Woodlark Island appears to have fallen off some- 
what, but the prospect was more favourable towards the close of 
the year, a new reef of rich promise having been discovered a few 
miles distant from the present workings. Further finds, of which 
reports speak favourably, have also been made at Misima Island, 
and it is expected that these will be exploited and developed. 

The largest output of gold comes from the scattered alluvial 
workings in the Northern division. So far, no payable reefs have 
been found there. It is certain that these lie concealed in the 
rugged masses of mountains composing the main range, and that 
consequently, when found, they will be extremely difficult of access.

GERMANY—-SAXONY,. 


In a report on the finances of the Kingdom of Saxony for the year 
1906-7, recently issued by the Foreign Office 
Bn ll (Annual Series, 3,542), the Siaccmey aad 
J ‘to H.M. Legation at Dresden (Mr. E. V. Sturdy) 
states that the considerable loss shown on the: working of the 
mines is due principally to the approaching exhaustion of the silver 
and lead ore bodies in the neighbourhood of Freiberg, the result of 
the year’s working being estimated at receipts, 42,800/.; expenses, 
99,4751., or a loss of 56,675/., almost precisely the same result as 
the estimates for 1904—05 allowed for, though in each of these two 
years receipts were estimated at 55,035/. and expenses at 121,535/. 
The number of persons employed at these mines, which at the 
beginning of 1904 amounted to about 1,900, will by the end of 
1907 be reduced to 1,300. 

Mr, Sturdy adds that if it were not for the eanaiiie School of 
Mines established at Freiberg, whose students, drawn from all 
parts of the world and numbering many young Englishmen among 
their body, gain their experience in practical mining from under- 
ground work in the State mines, it is probable that by this time 
they would have been almost entirely abandoned, for although the 
production of silver may still be reckoned at some 290,000 ozs. 
annually, the cost of extracting this quantity is out of all propor- 
tion to its value.

ee decree of 21st June, 1904 (see “‘ Board of Trade 

. Journal” of 18th August, 1904, p. 314), grant- 
ing him the right to work and export asphalt, csteclonth bitumen, 
bituminous pitch, and other similar substances that may be found 
in that portion of the Delta of the Orinoco which lies between the 
following boundaries :— 
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From the mouth of the ‘‘Cafio” (stream) of the Vagre to the 
mouth of the Cajio Cocuina (both in the Gulf of Paria), and thence 
over an extent of territory bounded by a line two leagues inland 
and parallel with the coast of the Gulf. 

The only tax which Dr. Aramburé will pay to the Venezuelan 
Government will be a sum of 25 per cent. on the net profits of his 
work. 

The duration of the contract will be for fifteen years, a period 
which may be extended for another fifteen years by mutual agree- 
ment. ; 

Dr. Aramburi is granted the right, once only, to import free of 
duty such machinery, boats, stores and materials as are necessary 
for the exploitation and export of the products mentioned. 





BRAZIL:

BRITISH NEW GUINEA. 


The report on British New Guinea for the year ended 30th June, 
1905, recently published as a Parliamentary 
paper by the Commonwealth of Australia, shows 
that 2,707 acres of land have been applied for 
during the year, of which about 2,000 acres 
have been granted. The total area of land acquired by the Crown 
during the 12 months was 2,780 acres. Adding to this the whole 
aréa available for settlement on Ist July, 1904, and deducting the 
area, granted during the year under notice, there remains about 
690;000 acres of land at the disposal of the Government. 

The greater part of this land is comprised in alluvial flats, where 
the soil,is rich and deep, and is especially suitable for the growth 
of sugar, tobacco, cocoa, and other such rich produce. It is also

for Agriculture. 
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excellent cocoanut land. In the central district, chiefly about 
Port Moresby, there is a wide stretch of well-watered pastoral land, 
the property of the Crown. The Crown also owns some 20,000 
acres of high land, the bulk of which is situated at an altitude of 
from 1,000 to 2,000 feet above sea-level, and is well adapted—as 
experience has shown—for coffee culture.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The British Commercial Agent in the United States (Mr. E. 

Seymour Bell), in his report for the year 1905, 
Tea Cultivation. states that experiments in the cultivation of 

tea in the United States continue under the 
supervision of the Department of Agriculture. It has been 
demonstrated that the most important varieties of the tea plant, 
that from Ceylon excepted, make a growth and give a yield com- 
paring favourably with the results produced in their own lands. 
Negro children make expert pickers, and machinery has been in- 
vented for sterilising, polishing, and rolling the leaves. 25 acres 
have been planted with tea at Pierce, Texas, and a preliminary 
picking indicates a high grade of tea. During the past year 
9,000 lbs. of tea were turned out at Somerville, S.C. 


The wheat crop for the year 1905, says Mr. Bell, was 684,000,000 
bushels, valued at 525,000,000 dols., but only 
Wheat and Rice. 21,000,000 bushels were available for export. 
With regard to rice, Mr. Bell states that this 
article has now become an important item of export from the 
United States. The value of rice of domestic production exported 
in 1905 amounted to 1,900,086 dols., against 484,217 dols. in 
1904, 667,387 dols. in 1900, and 16,484 dols. in 1895. The value 
of the imports of rice in 1905 amounted to 2,081,333 dols., against 
2.633.897 dols. in 1904, and 3,445,512 dols. in 1895. In 1904 
there were 610,700 acres in Louisiana and Texas under rice 
cultivation, yielding 869,426,800 lbs. of rice, an increase of 
nearly 190 per cent. in acreage compared with 1899. The increase 
occurred chiefly in Texas. In 1899 Texas had 178 acres of rice, 
in 1899, 8,711 acres, while in 1904 the acreage had increased to 
376,500. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,539.)

JAPAN—FORMOSA. 


According to a communication received from the Acting British 
Consul at Tamsui, there was a great shortage 
in the production of camphor in Formosa last 
year, and as the’ more easily accessible trees 
have nearly all been cut down, and the “ head-hunters” still 
continue to make attacks on unprotected workers who advance 
far into the camphor forests, the Monopoly Bureau thought it 
desirable to stimulate production by increasing the price paid 
to the camphor producers, and giving them better protection 
against the savages. The Bureau and their agents have not 
disclosed whether any difference has been made in the price at 
which the camphor is handed over to them. 

The camphor oil is all sent to the refineries in Japan, where 
about 49 per cent. of camphor is extracted from it. 

The Acting-Consul forwards a translation of an article on the 
subject of camphor production that appeared in the “Taiwan 
Nichi Nichi Shimpo” (Formosa Daily News), and a sketch map of 
the Island, together with a table showing the prices that were 
previously paid for the camphor, which may be seen at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, 
Basingha!l Street, E.C.

Un application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73 Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page).

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &c. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c.

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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 

The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control. of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from10am.to5p.m. Special arrangements may be made for 
the visits of schools and other educational institutions. Imforma- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, S.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially’ equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies.
